land should rule with a stronger hand or 
get out of that country and leave its 
government to a more fearless nation. 

“If vou feel that you ought not to be 
in Egypt and have no desire to keep 
order there, by all means get out. It 
you feel that it is your duty to civiliza- 
~ tion to stay then show yourselves ready 
to meet the responsibility of your posi- 
tion.” é 

This was his closing arraignment of 
the British government’s policy in Egypt. 
Its boldness startled the distinguished 
audience and coming as it did in response 
to an honor that London rerely con- 
feres on a foreigner, the propriety of 
Mr, utterances was frecly 
questioned. 

The speech amounts to a denunciation 
of the existing government, which is re- 
sponsible for Sir Eldon Gorst’s adminis- 
tration of Egyptian affairs. The Ameri- 
can’s views coincide with the govern- 
ment opposition, but it is probable thdt 
even the opposition will object to such 
criticism coming from an out-

Although Mr. Roosevelt was frequent- 
ly applauded during his speech, there 
was no real enthusiasm in his reception, 
the audience evidently being more or 
liss perplexed by the unexpected situa- 
tion that the speech developed.

emphasis and he furnished London with 
a striking example of his peculiar style 
of oratory. 


In the light of Mr. Roosevelt’s recent 
speech in Cairo, when he assailed the 
Nationalist movement, England has 
heped that if Mr. Roosevelt touched on 
Egyptian affairs it would be in a lauda- 
tery way and she was little prepared 
for being charged with responsibility for 
the crisis that now confronts her

Prefers to ents Egypt 
Rather Than Give Thanks 


After thanking the city chamberlain, 
Sir Joseph C. Dimsdale, who, in the cor- 
poration’s name, offered Mr. Roosevelt 
the “right hand of fellowship” and pre- 
sented him with the gold box contain- 
ing the emblazoned vellum certificate of 
“freedom,” Mr. Roosevelt spoke as fol- 
lows: 

“T am especially appreciative of to 
day's honor because it is a sign of the 
good will tending to knit all speakers of 
the English language. I prefer to talk 
today ‘regarding matters of real concern 
to you rather than merely to express 
thanks and eulogy. 

“I have recently spent nearly a year 
under four British-African protectorates. 
Your men in Africa are doing a great 
work for.the British empire and for civi- 
lization. The nations which are conquer- 
ing the savage lands for civilization should 
work together. Mankind is: benefited by 
the French occupation of Algiers and 
Tunis just as mankind is benefited from 
England’s work in India, which is sim- 
larly for the interests of civilization. 


“The work that England and Germany 
are doing in East Africa will succeed and 
the East African highlands can be made 
a white man’s country. Every one has 
benefited since America took possession 
of the Philippines.\ The East African 
settlers remind me of the frontiersmen 
that built up the western part of Amer- 
ica. They are of the same sturdy, fear- 
less type. 
~“Gov. Sir Perey Girouard is admir. 
ably fitted to deal wisely and firmly 
in East Africa. Uganda can’t be a 
white man’s country owing to its cli- 
mate. The prime need is to administer 
the lands for the natives’ interest. The 
-Sndan affords the best example of the 
wisdom of disregarding the well-mean- 
ing but unwise sentimentalists who 
object to spreading civilization at the 
expense of savagery. 

“I do not believe that history else- 
where shows equal progr&s from misery 
to prosperity as the last 12 years in the 
Sudan. The Sirdar, the lieutenants and 
government officials certainly have a 
claim on mankind. I believe ‘the Sudan 
will pay, but whether it does or not, it 
js not worth belonging to a big nation 
which is tinwilling to undertake a big 
task. . 

“I feel toward the Sudan similarly as

| DR. ALFRED M. TOZZER, 

‘Head of expedition from Peabody 
Museum of Harvard to Central Am- 
erica, who has brought back notable 
relics. 


HE four cities discovered by the 
Central American expedition of the 
Peabody Museum of Harvard University 
under Dr. Alfred M. Tozzer, assisted by 
R. E. Merwin, yielded innumerable and 
valuable relies of the period of the 
ancient Mayas. Dr. Tozzer today de- 
clared the expedition a success in every 
way. These prehistoric cities were 
buried deep beneath a growth of tropical 
verdure, so that it was only with the 
greatest difficulty that investigation 
could be made. They were built around 
great temples of limestone situated on 
the top of pyramidal mounds artificially 
built up of earth and adobe brick, and 
were approached by steps cut in the 
side of «he mouhd. Much beautiful wood 
carving and fresco work was found, as 
well as highly advanced basreliefs, and 
tall columns adorned with serpentine 
designs. Within the temples a number 
of earved stone images were found by 
Dr. Tozzer. 

Much hieroglyphic writing was dis- 
covered on the stairways of the pyra- 
mids, and many of these inscriptions will 
be brought to the Peabody Museum to 
be deciphered by Professor Dixon, a lead- 
ing authority on ancient languages. 

In addition to the many antiquities 
gathered for the department of anthro- 
pology. Dr. Tozzer has gathered a large 
number of tropical insects and other en- 
tomological specimens, which will be 
presented to the museum of zoology.

INV INVESTED CAPITAL 


The ‘aggregate amount of capital in- 
vested in new enterprises incorporated 
under Massachusetts law during the year 
ended Nov. 30, 1909, was $78,613,350, 
while the amount represented by in- 
erease of capital was $51.538.500 addi- 
tional, according to the annual report 
of Secretary of the Commonwealth Will- 
iam N. Olin, made public today. 

The list comprises an abstract from 
the certificates, excepting those of for- 
eign corporations, required by law to be 
deposited with the secretary of the com- 
monwealth a statement of the names of 
all corporations changed under the pro- 
visions of chapter 163, acts of 1908, and 
the names of all corporations dissolved. 

The whole number of certificates of 
incorporation issued was 1706. The 
number of annual certificates of condi- 
tion filed by public service corporations 
was 234, of which teven were duplicates 
or omissions of a previous year, and by 
trading corporations 5293, of which 80 
were duplicates or omissions. The amount 
of fees paid into the treasury in 1909 
from the obrporation division of the sec- 
retary’s office was $117,485.75, and for 
filing and recording certificates of limited 
partnership $37.

It was expected that the action would 


be started. by Asst. Atty.-Gen. W. S. 
Kenyon in Chicago this afternoon, in re- 
sponse to the complaints and demands 
of the committee of western shippers 
who presented their case to the govern- 
ment yesterday. 

Mr. Wickersham, in talking with Sen- 
ators Crane (Rep., Mass.), Curtiss (Rep. 
Kan.), Bailey (Dem., Tex.), and others it 
is said, promised them that the action 
of the government would be taken ,be- 
fore sundown tonight as noted above. 

Whether the proposed government 
suit will apply to the increase in pas- 
senger rates as proposed by many lines, 
including the Boston & Maine and the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford rail 
roads, is not known. 

The complaint of western shippers to 
Attorney-General Wickersham and their 
demand that the department of justice 
take some action to check the proposed 
wholesale increase in freight rates by the 
railroads, was laid before President Taft 
by the attorney-general today. 

Mr. Wickersham explained the 
charges made by the shippers, who al 
leged that the general were 
the result of a conspiracy 
presidents. 

Following up the protest of the ship 
Senator LaFollette introduced a 
in the Senate today reciting 
uniform advance in freight 
rates effective tomorrow was evidence 
of a combination in restraint of trade 
and calling upon the attorney-general to 
prevent the enforcement of the in 
creases. 

Senator Elkins (Rep., W. Va.) 
jected to immediate consideration of the 
resolution, saying it would require 
much debate. 

The chair held with Elkins, who moved 
to take up the railroad bill, and then 
vielded to Senator Owen, who had given 
notice of a speech. 

Just what the President’s attitude in 
the situation will be is a matter of con- 
jecture. Throughout the campaign for 
railroad legislation he has steadfastly 
upheld the right of the railroads to make 
traffic agreements. The shippers hold 
that the increase scheduled to take ef- 
fect tomorrow is a sample of what le- 
galized traffic agreements would produce. 

The shippers had their inning Monday 
and today a formidable array of high 
railroad officials arrived in the city in- 
tent on frustrating the demands of the 
shippers. Among the railroad men who 
already have arrived: George R. Peck of 
the St. Paul system, G. W. Kreutzinger 
of the Monon, General Counsel Pierce of 
the Rock Island, and James Gorman, 
vice-president in charge of traffic of the 
Rock Island. 

In addition the Hon. John C. Spooner, 
former senator and, general counsel for 
a number of the largest western sys- 
tems, is also in the city. 

The shippers arranged a further con- 
ference with Attorney-General Wicker- 
sham for this afternoon. They expected 
also to ask the interstate commerce com- 
mission for a hearing. 

Some of the increases in rates which 
will go into effect tomorrow and against 
which western shippers complain, are as 
follows: 

On wool, St. Paul and Duluth to New 
York and Boston, 10 cents a 100 pounds; 
on fresh and pickled meats from Mis- 
sourj river points to Chicago 31% cents 
a 100 pounds; agricultural implements 
between Chicago and St. Paul 13.5 per 
cent; brick 16 2-3 per cent, cement 25 
per cent, furniture 14 per cent, harness 
15 per cent, paints 15 per cent, building 
stone 25 per cent, wagons 15 per cent. 

From St. Paul to Wisconsin points the 
rates on sugar will be increased 50 per 
cent.

$50,000 for a flight by aeroplane from 
London to Edinburgh and return, a total 
distance of 800 miles, with several stops. 
There is also the Michelin prize of $20,- 
000 for a flight from Paris to Clermont 
Ferrand, by an aeroplane carrying two 
persons, One of the stipulations of this 
offer is that the aeroplane shall circle 


ithe spire of a cathedral and alight on the 


top of the Puy de Dome mountain W a 
height of 1800 feet. The distance of the 
course outlined is 21 miles and the trip 
must be made in 6 hours. 

In addition to the $10,000 prize won 
by Mr. Curtiss on Sunday he added an- 
other trophy to his colllection. It was 
offered by the Scientific American for 
the longest continuous flight in America, 
The longest continuous flight Mr. Curtiss 
made Sunday was 75 miles. This makes 
the third time he has won the Scientific 
American trophy. He won it first two 
years ago in his aeroplane, the June Bug, 
and the distance was one kilometer. Last 
year he won the trophy with a distance 
of some 25 miles. ) 


Mayor Questions Aviator 
on Qualities of Machines 


Mr. Curtiss, as hero of the Albany- 
New York aeroplane flight, called on 
Mayor Gaynor by invitation today, to 
receive his honor’s congratulations. The 
mayor was enthusiastic over the meeting 
and kept Mr. Curtiss busy answering a 
rapid-fire broadside of questions covering 
every element of aviation from motor to 
wing tips. 

“You are a great man, Mr. Curtiss,” 
said the mayor. “Your feat of Sunday 
will make history. If I were a younger 
man, I should like nothing better than 
to make a trip in your aeroplane, with 
you as the aviator, from here to Zan- 
zibar.” 

Mr. Curtiss will be the guest of honor 
at an aviation dinner this evening at the 
Hotel Astor, given by the New York 
World. 

The new king of the air has no imme- 
diate plans for further aerial exploits. 
The World and a Chicago paper are hold- 
ing conferences by wire as to the mutual 
offer of a large prize for a flight from 
city to city. Beyond saying that he will 
attempt any flight that seems to him 
within the capabilities of his machine, 
Mr. Curtiss will not comment on the pro- 
posed contest. 

Mr. Curtiss has christened his machine

'“The Hudson Flyer.” Tomorrow he will 


visit the aviation field at Mineola, L. L., 
where Captain Baldwin, Clifford B. Har- 
mon and Joe Seymour are learning to fly 
their three types of biplanes—Baldwin, 
Farman and Curtiss. 


Official Report Is Made 
to Aero Club of America 


The Aero Club of America, under whose 
auspices Mr. Curtiss made his success- 
ful flight, was officially notified of the 
result Monday by the foliowing letter 
from Augustus Post, who followed the 
aeroplane down the Hudson Sunday on 
a special train: 

I beg to submit a preliminary report 
of the flight made by Glenn Hammond 
Curtiss from Albany to New York, win- 
ning the prize offered by the New York 
World of $10,000, and which was paid 
to him. On behalf of the Aero Club of 
America, in whose hands the conducting 
of this contest was placed, I was at the 
start in Albany and delegated Jacob L. 
Ten Eyck to act as official timer for the 
Aero Club of America at the actual start- 
ing place. 

Mr. Ten Eyck advises me that Mr. Cur- 
tiss left the ground at 7:02 a. m. Sunday, 
passed over the city limits of Albany 
soon after, in full sight of special train, 
which carried me to Poughkeepsie, where 
Mr. Curtiss arrived at 8:26 a. m., ex- 
actly at a prearranged landing spot. Mr. 
Curtiss left this point at 9:26 a. m., 
and flying over the Hudson river, through 
the mountains, arrived at Spuyten Duyvil 
at 1:35 a. m., after making a circle from 
Inweod some thatance below, and, return- 
ing on his path to this landing place, 
which he had noticed on his way down. 
This being within the city limits of New 
York the official flight was ended. 

After obtaining a supply of oil Mr. 
Curtiss then started at 11:42 a. m, and 
flew down the Hudson river to Governors 
island, where he arrived at noon. 

Mr. Curtiss formally notified the World 
officials and myself, as representing the 
Aero Club of America, and the money was 
paid. 

I beg to offer my congratulations to the 
Aero Club of:America upon the success 
of this undertaking, and I have expressed 
in your behalf, to Mr. Curtiss, our heart- 
felt appreciation of the honor which he, 
s a member of the Aero Club of America, 
has brought, for another time, to it.

Under the Wilson act the liquors 
shipped from one state into another are 
delivered to the consignee before state 
jurisdiction can attach. The contention 
of the advocates of the bill is that until 
the state can possess the same complete 
and exclusive jurisdiction over interstate 
shipments Of liquor from the time they 
enter the state as it has over liquors 
manufactured within the state, there is 
certain to be difficulty and embarrass- 
ment in the enforcement of state laws on 
this question. It is asserted that the 
practical effect of the Wilson act is that 
it goes far to nullify state prohibitory 
laws. - « 

The bill introduced by the Kansans 
does not presume to dictate the liquor 
policy of any state, but simply provides 
that the hand of the federal government 


_jshall be removed from interstate ship- 


ments of liquor, upon which it now 
rests up to the time when they actually 
come into the possession of the con- 
signee, and allows the imported prop- 
erty to fall within the jurisdiction of 
the state upon arrival within the state 
to which consignment has been made. 

In other words, the bill is designed 
to permit the states to have absolute 
control over all liquors within their 
boundaries, whether domestic or inter- 
state. 

It provides, however, that shipments 
of such liquors entirely through a state, 
territory or district shall not be subject 
tothe state, territory or district juris- 
diction in . passing. 

It does not seek to prohibit the inter- 
state shipments of liquor, but leaves it 
wholly within the jurisdiction of the 
state to determine who, of all its citi- 
zens, may get liquor and under what 
conditions and for what purpose.

Practically Admitted That 
No New Laws Will Be 
e Enacted in’ Washington 
This Season. 


——— 


TAX REMAINS SAME 


WASHINGTON — The  oleomargarine 
tax will not be changed at this session 
_ of Congress. Hearings have been going 
on before the House committee on agri- 
culture, but they will result in no legis- 
intion until next session. The strong 
probability is that, when action is finally 
taken, it will further protect the dairy 
interests, rather than give much comfort 
to the oleo manufacturers’ 

. The: remarkable fact has de- 
veloped at these hearings that the farm- 
ers have had no such protection through 
the oleo tax as they are supposed to 
have had. Of all the oleo made in this 
country, 97 per cent .pays the tax of 
only a quarter of a cent per pound. 
- The remaining 3 per cent is all that pays 
the 10 cent tax. 

“The explanation of this lies in the 
shrewd method by which the oleo manu- 
_facturers have got around the law,” said 
Congressman McLaughlin of Michigan, a 
member of the committee on agriculture, 
“When the present oleo law was passed 
in 1903, it fitted the conditions of that 
time. Then all oleo was white, unless 
it contained artificial coloring to make 
it yellow. So the law was made to 
impose the 10 cent tax upon oleo which 
was artificially colored. 

“But soon after that Jaw was enacted, 
the packers and other manufacturers of 
oleo introduced coloring constijuents as 
an alleged essential part of the oleo. 
The chief constituent of this sort is cot- 
ton seed oil, which gives the oleo just 
about the color of butter, The revenue 
Ofticers have not been able to apply the 
10 cent tax to this oleo, and so the 
greatest competitor of butter has been 
allowed to go into the market against 
it after paying a tax ef only «a quarter 
of a cent per pound. 

“Testimony which I consider reliable 
shows beyond question that this cotton 
seed oi] and the other so-called natural 
coloring materials are really adulter- 
ants. They have a deteriorating effect. 
The plain white oleo is more. wholesome 
than that containing cotton seed oil or 
any of the other coloring materials. And 
vet the colored product brings a much 
higher price than the white. The nearer 
the oleo manufacturer comes to making 
his product look like butter, the more 
he charges for it. 

“This, it seems to me, is the best 
refutation of the argument of the oleo 
manufacturers that’ oleo is the poor 
nan’s butter and ‘should go to him with 
‘he minimum of' taxation. They sell 
their white oleo,. which is the more 
vholesome, at a comparatively low price, 
ind charge for the yellow kind, which 
is less wholesome but which imitates 
butter, at an increased price. This in- 
dicates to some extent whether the oleo 
roes into the market upon its own foot- 
ing. Another indication is the situation 
in Vermont, where the state law pre- 
scribes that oleo must be colored pink. 
There is no pink butter, and when the 
consumer can clearly determine that he 
is being offered oleo, he usually rejects

FAEEDOM OF LONDON 
AT CEREMONY TODAY 


(Continued from Page One.) 
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I felt toward Panama, When we ac- 
quired the right to build the Panama 
canal, many wondered whether it would 
pay. I always answered that it was a 
world task and our business to undertake 
it, if we were ready to make good our 
Claim to being a world power., 

“Regarding Egypt, I speak as an out- 
sider, but this is to your advantage, as 
I speak without national prejudice and, 
also, as a well wisher to the British 
empire. I speak not only as an Ameri- 
can but as a radical, a real and & mock 
democrat, who feels that his first 
thought is bound to be for the welfare 
of the masses of mankind and who wars 
against violence and injustice in accord- 
ance with the principles by which while 
President, I acted toward the Philip- 
pines, 

“In Egypt you are not only the guar- 
dians of your own interests, but of the 
interests of civilization. The present 
condition of Egyptian affairs menaces 
your empire and civilization as well. You 
have given Egypt the best government 
in 2000 years, yet recently you erred. It 
is necessary to remember that weakness 
and timidity and sentimentality are 
more harmful to an uncivilized people 
than violence and in*stice. 

“You treated the Pan-Egyptian move- 
ment and religious struggles fairly im- 
partially. Instead of acknowledging 
this, a section of the natives took ad- 
vantage of this treatment for the devel- 
opment of an anti-foreign movement. 
Premier Boutros. Pasha, a competent of- 
ficial, an upholder of the British rule and 
a worker for his countrymen, was slain 
because of these facts. The attitude of 
the Egyptian nationalists regarding that 
shows that they are not only not desir- 
ous but are incapable of granting even 
primary justice. 

“If you feel that you ought not to be 
in Egypt and have no desire to keep 
order there, by all means get out. If 
you feel that it is your duty to civiliza- 
tion to stay, then show yourselves ready 
to.meet the responsibility of your posi- 
tion. You saved Egypt from ruin, yet 
if not governed from the outside Egypt 
will again sink into chaos. Some nation 
must govern Egypt. I hope you will de- 
cide that it is your duty to be that na- 
tion.” 

The speech created such an impression 
that several evening papers broke from 
the usual custom of waiting a day be- 
fore making comment.

Gen. U. 8. Grant 33 years ago. Today, 
however, the proceedings were robbed 
of much of their previous brilliancy by 
observances for the late King. 

Mr. Roosevelt left Dorchester house 
at 11:55 a. m., occupying the Lord Mayor 
Knill’s coach. The coach was escorted 
hy five mounted policemen. The route 
to Guildhall was lined by cheering 
crowds. The streets around Guildhall 
were closed to traffic. The arrival at 
Guildhall was at 12:45 o’clock: 

-Mrs. Roosevelt, Kermit and Ethel 


States ambassador, Mrs. Nicholas Long- 
worth, members of the American em- 
bassy and consular staffs and scores of 
prominent Americans were waiting at 
Guildhall when he arrived.

BIG POWER HOUSE 
FOR WATERBURY 


NEW HAVEN, Conn.—The contract 
has been awarded to Fred T. Ley & Co. 
of Springfield, Mass., for a large electric 
power house to be built in Waterbury 
for the Connecticut Company, which is 
a subsidiary company under the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford railroad, 
operating trolley lines in that state. 
The cost of the building will be $100,000, 

The building will be 98 by 150 feet 
and will be an addition to the present 
power house of the Connecticut Com. 
Provision is made in the plans 
for further extension, room being left 
for six more boilers. 

This station will furnish power for 
electric lines running between Hartford 
and New Haven, and also for lines cen- 
tering about Waterbury. 

The new building will be two stories 
high and have concrete floors on steel 
frames, and the walls will be of brick. 

Engines capable of producing 6000 
kilowatts will be installed, one of 3000 
and two of 1500 kilowatts. These com- 
bined engines will be of 8000 horsepower.

Arthur FE. P. Weigall has written a 
book entitled “The Life and Times of 
Akhnaton, Paraoh of Egypt” (Black- 
wood), containing a scholarly and at the 
same time sympathetic account of that 
strangely fascinating figure who reigned 
in Egypt in 1400 B. C. . : 

Most of the early Pharaohs are mere 
shadows, but out of this vague back- 
ground Akhnaton emerges the first clear 
figure in Egyptian history. He stands 
for the first universal religion raised far 
above the prevalent arthropomorphism. 


“No such grand theology,” says Prof. 
Flinders Petrie, “had ever appeared in 
the world before, so far as we know, and 
it is the forerunner of the later mono- 
theistic religions.” He adds a warning 
note, however: “How much Akhnaton 
understood we cannot say.” 

So far as we know this idealist among 
the Pharaohs and his high imaginings 
left no-permanent trace in Egypt, where 
the old gods at once resumed their 
tvrannous sway. Mr. Weigall’s book is 
written with an enthusiasm for his sub- 
ject which he makes no attempt to dis- 


guise.

BOOK REVIEWS. 

“Sryaene: A Stupy.” By Walter Sichel. 
London: Williams & Norgate. 

This book does not pretend to be a 
formal biography, it is merely a study 
of Sterne which “seeks to interpret the 
problem of the man and to vitalize him 
and his companions.” And Mr. Sichel 
has not only succeeded in making Sterne 
live, and in carrying us back to the 
fascinating atmosphere of the eighteenth 
century, but he himself has apparently 
caught something of his hero’s style, thus 
muking the book doubly interesting. His 
criticism of Sterne is, both apt and 
humorous. “He was a waif by birth- 
right, and there is no sustained sentence 
in any part of his story; rather it seems 
all hiatus and parenthesis. , oe 
could rivet himself to nothing. His life 
and his books were a casual ward” (a 
very casual ward!). “He went entirely 
off the lines of his environment, contra- 
dicting its form and shocking its formal. 
ity. He was, in the strict sense of the 
term, an eccentric.” 

As Fielding was the “father of the 
English novel” so Sterne was the founder 
of modern impressionism. “He was the 
first to strike the note of personal in- 
timacy in prose fiction. . . . Everything 
that Sterne handles becomes a symbol 
of sensation that converts the common- 
place into art, assuages the author's 
longing to project himself, and builds, so 
to speak, a bridge of intellectual $ym- 
pathy. . . . Over and over again . 
he draws pictures of himself crying, laugh- 
ing, fainting, restful, restless, in and out. 
off and on. He imports himself into all 
the landscape—” such treatment is ab- 
solutely modern. 

Sterne was the first to introduce the 
word “sentimental” in our language. The 
term was wholly new, and to it he 
afterward added the very “to sentimen- 
talize”—“The last word is a bright in- 
vention of the moment, which was writ- 
ten for yours and Dr. Johnson's service,” 
he writes to a correspondent. 

Mr. Sichel considers that most of our 
modern writers owe something to Sterne. 
“His vein persists both at, home and 
abroad. It will be found leavening 
Thackeray, Dickens, and even Carlyle; in 
more recent days, notably Robert Louis 
Stevenson, not to speak of moderns like 
William Locke and Anthony Hope. 
Sterne’s imprint is visible on some of 
Goethe, more of Jean Paul and much of 
Heine. In France he has imbued Xavier 
de Maistre, and he has tinged Saintine. 
He claimed that he “would swim down 
the gutter of Time”: assuredly he has 
done so. Thackeray, who borrowed 
heavily from Sterne, abused him most, 
and understood him least of all his critics. 
Those early Victorians did not do things 
by halves. “Debtors,” says Mr. Sichel, 
“are seldom the fairest judges of their 
creditors.” 

Mr. Sichel is the first of his biograph- 
ers to realize and make use of the fact 
that Sterne’s wife was a cousin of Mrs. 
Montagu—“Queen of the Blue-Stock- 
ings”-—and tp traces much of his cor- 
respondence with her. The book in- 
cludes the whole of the Journal to Eliza, 
published for the first time, which might 
as well have remained perdu in the Brit- 
ish Museum for aught that it has added 
to Sterne’s fame as author or as man. 
The crayon portraits of Sterne and his 
wife, which Nathaniel Hawthorne men- 
tions having seen in his “Pilgrimage to 
Old Boston,” are also reproduced for the 
firs time. |

TUFTS COLLEGE 
GETS RARE GIFT 


J. M. Longyear of Brookline 
Presents an _ Interesting 
Fossil Secured at Spitz- 
bergen Coal Mines. 


Tufts College has recently received 
from J. M. Longyear of Brookline a 
very interesting collection of fossils from 
Spitzbergen. It will be remembered that 
there was an item in the papers some 
time ago regarding the coal property 
owned by him in that place. 

Among the most interesting parts of 
the collection are very distinct impres- 
sions of netted veined leaves of temper- 
ate climates including such warm climate 
plants as the ginko. It is pretty well 
understood now by the general public 
that at one time a large part of the 
continent of North America was covered 
by an ice sheet. 

Such fossils as these leaves show that 
immediately prior thereto the climate 
was modetate and even warm in the 


Arctic region—in.the “Land of the Mid-| 


night Sun”-—within 16 degrees of the 
north pole. The impressions of the leaves 
are very plain. These are now on ex- 
hibition in the Barnum museum, in the 
gallery cases. A glaciated boulder from 
Boston makes a striking contrast to these 
leaves from the far north.

SPOKANE, Wash.—Work 
started on the great 30-mile apple way 
between Spokane and Coeur d'Alene, 
Idaho, through the Spokane valley, and 
J. A. Perry, secretary of the Spokane 
County Good Roads Association, which 
is doing the building in conjunction with 
the Commercial Club of Coeur d’Alene, 
suys the new speedway will be eom- 
pleted early in September. 

The road will be 60 feet wide and 
lined on both sides with apple and other 
fruit trees, interspersed with English 
elm trees and a fountain for man and 
beast at intervals of a mile. The high- 
way is @ natural one and may not re- 
quire artificial paving in the next 10 
years. 

The fruit trees will be cared for by 
residents in the valley under the direc- 
tion of a competent orchardist and the 
water will be furnished free of charge 
for irrigation and fountain purposes by 
companies operating in the district. The 
road has been designated a state high- 
way, 80 it cannot be crossed on grade 
by railroad companies seeking entrance 
to the two cities mentioned.

AT BOSTON PLAYHOUSES. 


Hollis—“The Prosecutor.” 
The first metropolitan performance of 
The Prosecutor,” a dramatization in four 
acts, by Franklyn Searight, of William 
Hamilton Osborne’s novel, “The Red 
Mouse,” was given Monday evening at 
-the Hollis Street theater. The piece 
proved to be a bustling and vociferous 
melodrama which combined with several 
other situations the essential plots of 
“The Third Degree” and “The Man of 
the Hour.” 
A poor but honest New York prose- 
euting attorney (salary $6000 a year) 
fights a political ring, convicts a ring 
boss of multiple instances of law break- 
ing and defeats a rich bad rival for the 
national senatorship and the hand of an 
extremely queer young woman. As a sub- 
plot there is a tippling young husband 
unjustly accused of homicide who is ulti- 
mately cleared of the charge, presumably 
sobered up and restored to his wife by 
the prosecutor. The play suffers from 
excessive complication, making clearness 
out of the question. The audience was 
plainly puzzled by much that proceeded 
on the atage. 
David Belasco, in his salad days as @ 
playwright, went to Bronson Howard for 
advice, declaring that he had three good 
ideas for a play and wishing to know 
how they might all be woven together 
‘ into one “action. The suthor of “The 
Henrietta” replied: “If you have three 
good ideas, make three plays out of 
them.” Mr. Searight had material for two 

ramas of “The Third Degree” and “The 

n of the Hour” order, and for good 

easuré had a shoal of sub-plots, any 
ne of ‘which was good for an evening’s 
entertainment if he had had time to de- 
velop it. Mr. Searight should be clear 
before he is generous. 

Giearnes is out of the question when 
a \play of serious import involves 
sock momentous questions as bribery in 
general, involving political wire pulling 
and \the purchase of United States sen- 
atorghips, ‘the influence of public service 
corpérations on city government, the con- 
trol of police of great cities by political 
rings, evoljition, the effect of intemper- 
ance and\gdming on the home—any one 
of these .is sufficient unto itself as a 
theme for a play. Add to this a comic 
affajr of the heart for the prosecutor 
and there can be no ‘doubt that such a 
play would entertain an audience if it 
were possible to entertain with quantity 
alone, | 

Yet who would care to sit at a ban- 
quet at which every course was half 
cooked? Mr. Searight did not have time 
to get the fire started under most of 
his material. The result is confusion 
for the audience, who cannot be expected 
to follow the intricacies of a dozen in- 
teflacing actions. Frankly, we do not be- 
lieve that anybody except Mr. Searight 
cnows just what “The Prosecutor” is 
about, specifically, and he kept it to him- 
self, It is to be hoped that he will tell 
us some day, in another drama, one 
which develops a single action out of a 
single main idea. A drama may conta 
all the wisdom of the ages and yet if it 
has not clearness it is as nothing. 

Applause frequently filled the play- 
house in recognition of the talents of 
the exceptional cast. Orrin Johnson and 
Emmett Corrigan, the co-stars, were 
strong and sincere, the first as the young 
husband, the second as the prosecutor. 
Rapley Holmes was httmorously effec- 
tive as the boss, a character identical 
with the one played by him in “The Man 
of the Hour.” William Owen did two 


intense bits as Shepherd, who was re-| 


sponsible for the crime of which the 
young husband was accused. Miss 
Emmett showed strength in the cbnven- 
tional part of the young wife, and Miss 
Worthington made an tinreal role seem 
interesting and almost real. Messrs, 
Vernex and Sheppling acted two sup- 
posed keen detectives as if they were 
mischievous bootblacks. Even the minor 
roles were acted by players of long ex- 
perience, 

The playhouse was filled with a holi- 
day audience eager to be entertained. 
Those present often in what the 
author probably wo say were the 
wrong places, but who can tell? Audi- 
ences before pow have caused dramas 
that were uninteresting when played 
seriously to be made interesting by en- 
couraging their being played as comedies. 
Mr. Searight may have written a funnier 
play than he intended to Judging by 

- the amiable looks on the faces of those 
present Monday evening) the audience 
was not displeased with the play, and 
it was certainly often amused.

M. Brieux Becomes an “Immortal.” 

PARIS—M, Brieux, the French dram- 
atist, who has just been elected a mem- 
ber of the Academie Francaise to fill 
the seat formerly occupied by M. Lu- 
dovic Halevy, has been formally re- 
ceived into that body at the Instituf®. 
In his speech he stated that when he 
was 15 years of age he promised: him- 
self that some day he would occupy this 
honored seat and now he frankly admits 
his pride in his election. 

M. Brieux paid a cordial and graceful 
tribute to the goodness of character and 
to the valuable work and life of his 
predecessor, Ludovic Halevy, of whose 
illustrious family several members were 
closely associated with the Institute. 
Halevy’s father was laureate of the 
Academy and assistant librarian of the 
Institute. His uncle; Fromental Halevy, 
author of “La Juive,” was permanent 
secretary of the Academie des Beaux- 
Arts and Hippolyte Lebas, his grand- 
father, belonged to the same distin- 
guished society. 

After M. Brieux’ speech the Marquis 
de Segur, director of the Academy, fol- 
lowed with a sketch of the life and 
work of M. Brieux. which was warmly 
received. There was a Brilliant au- 
dience, including several actors and act- 
resses who have interpreted M. Brieux’ 
characters.

“Chains” at The Duke of York’s. 

Charles Wilson and his wife Lily live 
at 55 Acacia road, Hammersmith. There 
are thousands of streets like Acacia 
road, not exactly mean streets, but 
meaningless streets. The houses, like 
so many peas in a pod, have been “run 
up” to accommodate the clerks who pour 
into the city by the early morning trains 
and, with the exception of Saturday, 
pour back again at the close of the day. 
At noon there is a silence that can be 
felt in these streets; at all times monot- 
ony and respectability ring intermin- 
able changes. There is generally a bit 
of a yard at the back of these genteel 
residences, and in this limited enclosure 
Charley makes brave attempts to grow 
sweet peas, the cats and the sparrows 
notwithstanding. 

Not having over much to spare, the 
young couple take in a lodger, Fred Ten- 
nant, who also earns his daily bread by 
driving a quill. Tennant, at the close 
of the midday Saturday dinner, an- 
nounces he has something to tell. “You 
are going to be married,” they each say 
in turn; it is apparently the only thing 
that can possibly happen to a young 
clerk.

As a picture of suburban life in a smal] 
way, “Chains” is as good as anything 
that has been done on the English stage. 
Irresistably amusing, it is at the same 
time a thoroughly serious piece of work. 
Whether Charley’s determination to 
“cut and run” is altogether convincing 
may be open to doubt. granting, how- 
ever, the character and the situation. it 
seems the only solution in overcoming 
a mountain of prejudice. 

“Chains” is the result of an acute per- 
feption; no one who has not been in, and 
yet not of such surroundings, could have 
written such a scene as the little social 
evening with music in the second act, or 
the Sunday afternoon in the third.

Harvard University unveiled in the 
forenoon a bronze tablet in the living 
room of the Harvard Union in memory of 
the 11 Harvard men who perished in the 
Spanish war. The exercises took place 
in the presence of many graduates, un- 
dergraduates and friends of the men. 
The tablet is in a large panel over the 
main entrance inside, with life-size por- 
traits of Col. Theodore Roosevelt and 
Maj. Henry L. Higginson, donor of the 
Union, on the left and right, respectively. 
Henry James, 2d, son of Prof. William 
James, made the presentation speech. 

The G. A. R. comrades of Newton 
gathered at Newton Lower Falls at the 
Washington street bridge over the 
Charles river, where flowers were strewn 
upon the waters of the river as a tribute 
to Union soldiers. 

The Boston workhorse parade attracted 
many people, and more than 1200 horses 
were gathered between the “three roads” 
and the Cottage Farm bridge on Com- 
monwealth avenue and the neighboring 
streets for the annual morning exhibi- 
ftion. The championship class, which is 
limited to previous winners of the M. S. 
P. C. A. gold medal, was won by old 
Ned, owned by James F. Weir. He won 
the medal in 1905.

AUSTRALIA THRIVING 
SHOW REPORTS FROM 
THE VARIOUS STATES 


LONDON—A steady stream of reports 


is being received from the different 


states in Australia, to the effect that the 
country is in a prosperous condition. 
Referring to this steadily growing pros- 
perity, a Sydney correspondent of the 
Morning Post points out that although 
the manufacturing industries are thriv- 
ing, “the facts disclosed give the city 
man a useful reminder that he and all of 
us are almost wholly dependent on the 
great primary inaustries.” 

The statistics show a steady increase 
in the development of the rural resources, 
and while last year dut of a total pro- 
duction of £58,000,000 in New South 
Wales, all with the exception of about 
£13,500,000 came from agriculture, dairy- 
ing, wool growing, etc., the returns this 
year show even better. results, and a 
still more prosperous condition of affairs. 
The ‘increase in the quantity of wool 
produced is especially interesting, for at 
the end of 1903 the total amount ex- 
ported this year will have increased by 
100° per cent. 

The tracts of land in Australia are 
immense, and at no time is this more 
apparent than during an election, the 
great size of the constituencies present- 
ing a considerable difficulty to the candi- 
dates, and it is for this reason that there 
is but little competition for the seats 
of the members gf the Senate, the whole 
of each state being one constituency.

If Present Rate of Revenues 
of Western Maryland Con- 
tinues Maryland Company 
Will Enjoy Good Surplus. 


NEW YORK—In the first four months 
of the present calendar year, Western 
Maryland earned its year’s dividends on 
the preferred, with approximately $100,- 
000 to spare. Dividends of 4 per cent 


on the $10,000,000 preferred call for 
$400,000. 

From Jan. 1 to April 30, gross was 
$2,400,000, total net $1,196,000 and sur- 
plus after charges $495,000. For the 
first four months of 1909 a deficit of 
$45,000 was reported. 

Operating expense, not including taxes, 
required for the four months 53.6 per 
cent. of gross, against 65.07 per cent last 
year. If the same volume of business 
is maintained for the remaining eight 
months, the company for 12 months to 
end Dec. 31 next should show gross of 
$7,200,000; total net $3,500,000, and sur- 
plus after charges of $1,300,000. This 
would equal 4 per cent on the preferred 
and 1.8 per cent on the $50,000,000 com- 
mon, 

Officials report the proferty in first 
class shape. By July 1 next it will re- 
ceive $5,000,000 of new equipment. Con- 
struction of the extension to Connells- 
ville, Pa., where connection will be made 
with Pittsburg & Lake Erie, under 99- 
year traffic agreement has commenced. 
Increased traffic from this source is ex- 
pected to double gross earnings, and as 
cost of construction will involve no addi- 
tional charges, approximately half of the 
increased revenues can be saved for net.

Of the total, 525,302 were cattle; §82,- 
274, calves; 1,082,958, hogs; 518,596, 
sheep; and 25,778 horses and mules. The 
decline appears to have been continuous 
since the beginning of the year. 

The total receipts for the four months 
of the year, 10,756,708 head, likewise 
show a large shrinkage when compared 
with corresponding 1909 and 1908 totals 
of 13,232,134 and 14,329,766 head. This 
large loss in the cumulative total is ac- 
counted for, mainly, by the smaller num- 
ber of hogs received. The supply of 
cattle appears to have been well sus- 
tained, as compared with the correspond- 
ing movement of the preceding year. 
The number of calves brought to market 
during the present year was even larger 
than during the two years past. The 
number of sheep was smaller than for 
the preceding year, though it does not 
show a decline as serious as that re- 
ported for hogs. 

Another measure of the decreased 
supply of live stock’is found in the fact 
that the caleulated number “af loaded 
live stock cars brought to the principal 
markets, 199,848 cars, show a decrease 
of over 16 per cent as compared with the 
corresponding average for the preceding 
five years. 

April shipments of packing-house pro- 
ducts from Chicago, 158,421,723 pounds, 
differed but little from the quantity re- 
ported for April, 1909, 154,609,113 
pounds. The total for the first four 
months of the year was 655,913,160 
pounds, compared with 656,245,816 and 
806.993,502 pounds reported for corre- 
sponding periods in 1909 and 1908. 

Stocks of meat in five principal pack- 
ing-house centers on the last of the 
month totaled 165,860,492 pounds, a 
quantity nearly 50 per cent below the 
total reported for corresponding dates of 
the previous two years. 

April receipts of live stock at four 
principal Atlantic seacoast cities, 551,569 
head, show a similar decrease when com- 
pared with the April, 1909 and 1908, 
figures of 631,494 and 656,219 head, the 
figures for both cattle and hogs show- 
ing the lowest monthly record for the 
year. The receipts for the four months 
of the present year, 2,444,923 head, were 
16 and 23 per cent below the correspond- 
ing 1909 and 1908 totals. As against 


hogs, cattle, and sheep, the receipts of 
calves show substantial gains. 

Grain receipts during the month at 14 
leading interior markets, 41,750,053 bush- 
els, compare favorably’ with the cor- 
responding 1009 receipts of 34,076,905 
bushels, though falling slightly below 
the corresponding 1908 figures of 41,859.,- 
480 bushels. Wheat receipts during the 
month, 10,569,771 bushels, exceeded those 
of April of the two preceding years and 
twas particuldrly heavy at the leading 
spring wheat markets of Duluth and 
Minneapolis. , 

The receipts of corn and dats for the 
month, 13,112,555 and 12,700,160 bush- 
els, respectively, while heavier than dur- 
ing April, 1900, fell below the cor- 
responding monthly receipts of two 
years ago. The grain receipts at the 
same cities for the crop period beginning 
September, 570,211,201 bushels, com- 
pared favorably with the like 1909 and 
1908 figures of 534,257,940 and 538,260,- 
582 bushels. Wheat receipts, especially 
at Minneapolis and Duluth, and corn re- 
ceipts at Chicago, St. Louls, Omaha and 
Kansas City, show substantial gains; 
the receipts of oats and barley show 
slight decreases. 

Flour shipments during April from 13 
milling centers in the interior, 2,718,060 
barrels, show a decline from the high 
level attained during the earlfer months 
of the year, falling below the amount 
reported for April, 1909, of 2,875,755 bar- 
rels. The figures for the four months 
of the year, 12,350,763 barrels, exceeded 
those of the corresponding periods of 
1909 and 1908, the gain occurring mainly 
at Minneapolis, Duluth, and Peoria. 

Grain and flour receipts during the 
month at four principal Atlantic sea- 
coast cities, 10,401,826 bushels (flour 
stated in terms of wheat) differed but 
little from the corresponding 1909 re- 
ceipts of 10,435,753 bushels, though the 
month's receipts of wheat alone, 2,618,- 
631 bushels, were almost double those re- 
ported a year ago.

664,684 tons. The monthly coke traffic 
over the same roads, 2,052,423 tons, 
owing to the decreased demand of iron 
producers, was also lighter than during 
the earlier part of the year, though 43 
per cent in excess of the April, 1909, 
total. 

The estimated output at Connellsville

They ure spruce trees, and are being set 
out in long rows by men in the employ 
of papermaking corporation. ‘Thou- 
sands from the same source were 
~et last year, and they have taken root 
.«» well that the increase looks like good 
business, ‘The setting is being done near 
the town of Phillips, in the vicinity of 
the Kangeley lakes, and .in the course 
of years the papermakers expect to have 
a great forest of Norway spruce that 
will be ready to cut on the principle of 
taking out the trees which are ready 
and leaving others and the young fry 
to keep on growing. About 1200 spruce 
irees-are set to the acre, and that means 
thay will be much closer together than 
the spruce that was cut off the same 
land. The. estimate is that such a 
forest will be worth about four times 
as much as the native growths that 
have been harvested in the past. Scotch 
pine and white pine are also favored 
for that kind of forest operations, and 
the success of these large experiments 
of one paper company is said to be the 
beginning of a great deal of the same 
‘kind of tree planting by other companies 
in Maine. New Hampshire, and some 
parts of Massachusetts and New York. 
They pay little attention to the wild 
land left to grow forests without the 
planting process in the formal way.—

THERE is a fair probability that the railroad 
bill will come to-a vote in the Senate today 


, This Week and that,it will pass. It must be taken into 
_ consideration, however, that the prospects

for the passage of this measure have seemed 
the Story 


as propitious as they do now on other occas- 
ions, only to be shattered when the Republi- 
can whip reported the “lineup” to the 
“regular” leaders. J¢ven as late as last night 
it was rumored in Washington that the 
“insurgents” are determined to exact further concessions before they 
will consent to the passage of the first of the important administration 
bills of the session. 

Hfowever, it was also reported in this connection that the “insur- 
gents” are about ready to present the terms upon which they will 
agree to the passage of all the other administration measures on 
the revised program, and that: the “regulars” are about ready to 
grant the concessions demanded. 

The passage of the railroad bill will indicate pretty clearly 
whether President Taft's measures as a whole shall have favorable 
consideration this session. There is serious talk of final adjournment 
by the end of June. The river and harbor bill is still in conference, 
the postal savings, the statehood and the conservation measures, in 
addition to deferred supply legislation, must all be gotten out of 
the way within practically four weeks, if the administration is to 
escape humiliation and embarrassment. The work that lies before 
the two houses can easily be done if they go about it in.a whole- 
hearted fashion. A compromise agreement between the Republican 
factions would open the way for it. But if the “insurgents” persist 
in the course they have pursued so far, and the “regulars” continue 
to display indifference, or, at least, if the latter continue to refrain 
from exhibiting enthusiasm and determination in behalf of the ad- 
niinistration, midsummer may see little progress beyond that recorded 
for-the last five months. .

The most likely thing is that the “insurgents” and the “regulars” 


for the latter year would be $2,446,341,000. The surprise which 
these figures may occasion will not be lessened when it is made known 
that while the increase in the value of all agricultural products for the 
decade of 1899-1909 in the entire Union was 85.3 per cent over that 
of the preceeding ten-year period, it was 92.4 per cent in the South.

It is not difficult to imagine, in view of these eloquent figures, 
what advancement the South might have shown in agriculture during 
the last ten oreleven years had the tide of immigration been turned 
toward that quarter, as toward the American and the Canadian West. 
What the South seems to need more than anything else at present is 
that its magnificent opportunities shall be made known to home- 
seekers.

Hamilton was 
a keen politician when he thought it would help statesmanship, but 
he was of too commanding a genius and too brilliant an intellect ever 
really to care to see free deliberation and full discussion choked and 
dried up by the little methods of politics. The same thought was 
held by the majority of his contemporaries; no doubt there were men 
in the Senate in his time who were ready enough to intrigue and to 
forget the solemnity of their functions as senators, but it is neverthe- 
less true that the great majority of members of our second chamber in 
the first half century of its existence not only talked about the dignity 
of their house but were solicitous to preserve it. 

We need be neither Republican nor emocrat to appreciate the 
fact that men of the political carriage of Webster and Benton paid 
a compliment to the people of their country in the decorum of their 
speech and of their mental attitude toward their office. It is sub- 
mitted that much of this dignity of senatorial conduct was nourished 
by the fact that each member took an active part in the work of the 
chamber and brought to bear upon such legislation as presented itself 
there his personal labor and attention, in speech, counsel and deliber- 
ation.

It is no sign of weakness on the part of Governor Hughes that
